REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  (lie  School  Board  of  HoUis: 

Gentlemen : 

T  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  sixth  annual  re- 
port as  superintendent  of  your  schools  and  herewith  re- 
ports from  your  headmaster  and  your  supervisor  of 
music. 

Tenchers. 

It  was  necessary  to  hire  three  new  teachers  for  the 
opening  of  your  schools  in  September.  When  the  salary 
paid  for  teaching  is  not  sufficient  to  attract  trained  and 
experienced  teachers  to  apply,  the  hiring  of  new  ones  is 
frauglit  with  uncertainty  and  danger.  You  were 
particularly  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Westhaver 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Crathern.  Miss  Bridle  has  proved 
herself  especially  capable  in  Grades  V  and  VI. 
Filling  the  vacancy  in  the  Junior  High,  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Worcester,  offered  difficulties  which 
the  public  probably  does  not  appreciate.  As  long  as  we 
continue  the  practice  of  departmental  work  in  the  High 
and  -Junior  High,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Junior  High 
teacher  to  have  the  secondary  certificate.  Otherwise  we 
could  not  maintain  an  approved  secondary  school.  Such 
secondary  certificate  is  given  only  to  college  graduates 
who  have  done  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  in  education 
or  to  the  three-year  graduates  from  our  normal  schools. 
Teachers  thus  trained  usually  demand  a  larger  salary 
than  we'  can  pay.  We  were  able  to  secure  Miss  Buxton 
because  HoUis  is  near  her  home.     She  worked  faithfully 
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and  with  extraordinary  diligence,  but  resigned  at  the  end 
of  the  first  term.  We  can  speak  of  her  only  in  the  highest 
terms.  To  fill  the  vacancy  we  were  again  very  fortunate 
in  securing  Mrs.  Jewett,  a  graduate  of  the  three-year 
course  at  the  Keene  Normal  school.  To  secure  a  teacher 
with  this  preparation  for  the  salary  paid  would  not 
ordinarily  have  been  possible  but  as  the  vacancy  occur- 
red in  the  middle  of  the  year,  concurrent  with  the  time 
Mrs.  Jewett  completed  her  work  at  Keene,  we  were  able 
to  secure  her  services. 

It  has  been  my  experience,  however,  that  living  conditions 
in  the  community  have  quite  as  strong  a  bearing  on  the  con- 
tentment of  the  teacher  as  the  size  of  her  pay  check.  Invar- 
iably the  teachers  enjoy  Hollis.  Thoughtful  considerate 
treatment  of  the  teachers  has  its  eifect  upon  the  school.  Even 
so,  out  of  fairness,  I  believe  it  should  be  your  policy  in  de- 
termining your  pay  schedule  to  approximate  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible the  average  salary  paid  teachers  of  the  same  class 
throughout  the  state.  That  sum  represents  the  amount 
which  will  be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  education  in  your 
budget  and  determines  the  amount  of  stater  aid  for  that  item, 
Tbe  charge  is  then  upon  the  state  rather  than  on  the  town 
when  changes  within  these  limits  are  made  in  salaries. 

Civics  and  Health. 

The  function  of  the  public  school,  as  viewed  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  state,  is  to  instruct  and  train  the  pupil  for  the 
duties  of  citizenship,  otherwise  there  could  be  no  justification 
for  the  maintaining  of  a  public  school  system'.  From  the 
view  point  of  the  pupil  or  the  parent,  the  school  must  con- 
tribute to  the  material  or  physical  welfare  of  the  child  and  in 
the  absence  of  confidence  in  this  contribution  the  conipulsory 
attendance  law  would  be  nearly  impossible  of  enforcement. 
In  this  consideration  it  is  significant  that  the  first  two  of  the 
seven  objectives  of  education,  as  determined  by  the  National 
Education  Association,  and  generally  endorsed  by  educational 
authority  throughout  the  country,  are  citizenship'  and  health.

Instruction^  and  training  in  the  first  concerns  primarily  the 
state,  the  second  the  individual,  though  hoth  the  state  and  the 
individual  profit  by  both. 

I  believe  the*  time  has  come  when  we  should  broaden  and 
enrich  our  courses  in  both  of  these  subjects.  The  teaching 
of  citizenship  has  long  been  a  statutory  requirement  in  the 
public  schools  of  New  Hampshire.  There  is  now  no  lack  of 
proper  texts  and  the  teachers  are  given  a  comprehensive  view 
and  training  for  this  work  in  our  normal  schools.  When  this 
subject  is  properly  handled  in  our  schools  there  will  exist  little 
need  of  a  restricted  immigration.  Instruction  and  training 
for  health  is  a  more  recent  requirement  of  our  statutes  but  is 
one  which  is  receiving  a  decided  public  approval.  Our  health 
program  in  school  should  include  besides  instruction  in 
hygiene  and  training  in  health  habits,  inspection  and  super- 
vision of  growth  and  development,  in  which  the  physician,  the 
nurse,  the  athletic  coach,  and  the  home  shall  co-operate.  I  am 
certain  we  would  do  well  to  give  these  two  subjects  more  at- 
tention and  a  more  exalted  place  in  the  program. 

In  General. 

I  wish  once  more  to  call  your  attention  to  the  omission  now 
for  the  second  year  of  the  supplying  of  a  hot  drink  for  the 
noon  lunch  of  the  children.  This  is  exceedingly  regretable 
and  is  a  step  backward.  If  no  society  or  individual  volun- 
teers to  finance  such  an  undertaking,  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  the  matter  be  handled  by  the  administration  making  such 
a  charge  for  the  service  as  will  defray  the  actual  expense.
